heav y fines and imprisonment for a citi 
zen of America to establish certain desig­ 
nated factories; it is not strange that the 
“ American Policy,” as ta n if laws were 
called, m eant som ething in those days. 
England had forced the free trade policy 
by fine and im prisonm ent and therefor 
Tin-: T e l e gr a p h can understand w h y i 
was that patriotism dictated to Presided 
W ashington that the Fourth of J u ly was 
a good day for him to sign the first pro 
teetiv o tar ill bill pass by an American 
Congress, 
T h a t patriotic measure was 
adopted only a few m onths less than t 
century ago, but the lesson is still remem 
bered by intelligent, reading and think 
ing people. 
T h e first President signet 
the first protectiv e tariff J u ly 4th, 1780. 
T he w a r of 1812 caused this measure to 
be raised ju st one hu nd re d per cent, re 
sultinglin a great boom of American in 
dustry. 
As plain a fact as that the m orn­ 
ing sun brings light is the lesson of tariff 
legislation in this c ou ntry in illustrating 
that a protectiv e policy is beneficial to all 
classes of industry. 
T h e simple history 
of the legislation is enough to satisfy 
ev ery laboring man that a tariff is bis 
friend. 
T he tariff reduction of 1810 was 
followed by sev ere depression all ov er 
the country. 
In 1824 the W higs succeed­ 
ed in passing protectiv e measures that 
again gav e great relief to the county, 
from a b ou tth is tim e the Democratic party 
adopted the low tariff 
free trade policy 
and 1822 industry was gain paralyzed by 
that party uuder the lead of Gen. J a c k ­ 
son, reducing the tariff. 
This was follow­ 
ed by the panic of 1827. 
In 1810 the 
W higs were again v ictorious and in 1842 
a strongly protectiv e tariff was adopted. 
T h a t comes with the rieinory of m any of 
our a div e men and they can easily re­ 
mem ber the rev iv al of business th a t fol­ 
lowed. 
In 1848 free trade Polk was elect­ 
ed and as a natural consequence a free 
trade bill was passed in 1850 followed by 
the usual stagnation of business and col- 
lapse of our industries. 
Prior to the long 
retirem ent of the D emocratic party from 
power in 1800, the discov ery of gold in 
California and the general discontent and 
wars in Europe, helped to stimulate our 
industries and commerce go that the ill I 
effects of a low tariff were not so sev erely 
j 
felt between 1849 and 1857 
Democrats made a noth e r cut in the tariff 
scedule and precipitated the disasters of 
that year and importation increased u n­ 
til our gold was garnered in Europe and 
financial ruin and distress prev ailed.

the Morrill bill was passed and altnou

C it y , April 2« .—Tb o time of 
the hou se yesterday was devoted to the de­ 
b ate on the tariff, three speeches b eing made, 
the orators b eing Bynu m and Browne of In 
diana and Dockery ofjilissou ri, 
Bynu m was 
the first to catch the sjieakerx eye and he 
said in reference to the su rplu s that the with­ 
drawal of so large a su m of money from the 
channels of trade for any long period of time 
wou ld resu lt in a contraction of the cu rrency 
which wou ld b ankru pt and ru in ou r most en­ 
terprising b u siness men. 
The time had 
passed when the hou se cou ld refu « © to consid­ 
er a measu re for the redu ction of taxation. 
It mu st now meet the qu estion fairly and 
honestly. The b ill did not meet with his u n­ 
qu alified approv al. 
He Ixdieved that du ties 
on imports shou ld 1m* levied and collected at 
all times, to meet the cu rrent ordinary ex- 
pensosof the government, and that extraor­ 
dinary excu ses shou ld lie met b y internal 
taxes. He wou ld maintain the present in -; 
ternnl revenu e system of taxation u ntil the 1 
last ob ligation of the war was discharged. 
Bu t he was willing to come to the considera­ 
tion of the b ill in a spirit of concession and 
compromise and join in the constru ction of a 
measu re which yielded something to the pro­ 
du ctions of every locality. 
He advocated a 
redu ction of du ties on materials u pon which 
the lab orers of the cou ntry worked, and su ch 
redu ction as wou ld give larger markets in 
which manu factu rers cou ld sell their prod­ 
u cts. 
Ho admitted that wages had increased 
u nder a protective tariff, b u t he denied that 
this was on accou nt, of tin* tariff, b ecau se the 
same increase had taken place in Great Brit­ 
ain u nder f r< *■ trade.

Ba d itesnlts of Fence]« \vsm;» a . 
Iloine Priva cy. 
Them is a growing fa shion of building 
houses without fences, a nd we even see 
fences removed from houses a lrea dy pro­ 
vided vi it!i them. 
Proba bly economy is 
a t the bottom of the fa shion, but there 
a re a lso ma ny people who a dmire it. 
“ How pretty a street 
looks without 
fences," they sa y. 
“ It is like a pa rk." 
Perha ps it is, but do a ny of us wa nt to 
live in a pa rk? 
Ha ving once ha d a house in one of 
these fenceless communities, I would like 
to describe tome of the peculia rities of 
the system. 
The principa l trouble wa s 
a bout children. 
It wa s impossible tu turn 
them out with a ny sa fety to pla y in their 
own ya rd, unless they ha d a nurse in 
consta nt a ttenda nce. 
Most children ca n 
lie ta ught to sta y in a ya rd which ha s a 
fence a nd ga te, hut few a re so obedient 
a s to rema in on ground which ha s no 
bounda ry but a line of turf. 
The conse- 
oe^nce wa s tha t in our neighborhood the 
middle of the street wa s the fa vorite pla v- 
gcumd for children of a ll a ges, the very 
little ones ta king a n especia l delight, like 
hens, in the depth of the dust, a nd a lso, 
of course, frequently running a wa y. The 
idea of home seemed to ha ve but ha lf its 
mea ning to these children, a nd the fa ct 
tha t "a ma n’s house is his ca stle," a nd 
tha t no one ha s a right to trespa ss on 
other people’s grounds, wa s never guessed 
a t by most of the members of our rising 
genera tion. 
I ha ve wa tched the children 
coming home from school, a nd ha ve 
noticed tha t every child ma de a l>ee line 
for home without the slightest reference 
to priva te grounds, which they crossed 
a t every a ngle which wa s [most conveni­ 
ent. 
I even ra w one boy climb up a nd 
look into a window of a house he wa s 
pa ssing. 
Not only children, however, but grown 
people pa ssed ba ck a nd forth over ea ch 
other’s grounds, a s a ma tter of course, 
going between a gentlema n’s house a nd 
his outhomes, a nd pa ssing close to the 
windows, or to people sitting out on the 
la wn. 
As with huma n beings, so with dogs. 
They spent most of their time in their 
neighbors’ ya rds or on their pia zza s, 
where they would sometimes prevent 
ca llers from ringing the door 1 h*U. There 
wa s one la dy who wa s a ctua lly una ble 
sometimes to go out ujron her own pia zza 
beca use the immense dog of a quite dis­ 
ta nt neighbor ha d a fa ncy for lying there, 
a nd if she a ppea red, would threa ten a nd 
growl a t her. 
As to dogs rolling a nd 
wrestling with ea ch other in the tlower 
l» eds, a nd turning up unexpectedly in 
the cella r, tha t wa s quite a ma tter of 
course. 
Then there were cows. 
To be sure 
they were not a llowed to go loose, but 
every now a nd then one would pull up 
the sta ke to which she wa s tied, so tha t 
twice I found footprints, which looked 
la rge enough for those of a ma stodon, a ll 
over my flower beds a nd soft, newly 
ma de la wn. 
Then one da y I ha ppened 
to gla nce out of one of my cha mber win­ 
dows, a nd discovered a very la rgo bull 
iora ging directly below it, with a herd of 
a ttenda nt cows. 
They ba d a ll broken out 
of their pa sture. 
The sa me thing ha p­ 
pened occa siona lly with horses. 
I once 
counted nine, a ll p assing up the street, 
with nothing between them a nd the 
pla ying children and neatly kept flower 
beds. 
Such inconveniences as these do
